be taken up by the British governm ent 
and not by W ashington authorities. 
To Make Carranza Bo w. 
W ashington, March 4.—G reat B rit­ 
ain's pronouncem ent through Sir Ed­ 
ward Grey that the United States was 
in no way responsible for the execu­ 
tion of William S. Benton and that the 
American governm ent would not be 
asked to resort to force as a result of 
that tragedy at Juarez was the chief 
factor in the Mexican situation and 
served to relieve the tension. 
In addition to saying that Great 
Britain would not ask 
the United 
States to use force to avenge the ex e­ 
cution of the British subject, Sir Ed­ 
ward told the house of commons that 
Great Britain would not employ force 
or send troops into Mexico. Neverthe­ 
less, G reat Britain would not let the 
execution go unavenged. 
It would 
wait until it could obtain reparation In 
its own legitim ate way. 
President Wilson, in tt conference 
with Sir Cecil Spring-Rice, British am­ 
bassador, and Sir Lionel Carden, Brit­ 
ish m inister to Mexico, is understood 
to have expressed his approval and ap­ 
preciation of the friendly sentim ents 
utttered by the British foreign secre­ 
tary.

Eight years ago imprisonment in 
Auburn prison halted a crime career 
ia which he had been arrested 44 
times. 
He was a lawyer and he usu­ 
ally managed to escape imprisonment. 
Whitm an’s career as an attorney in 
Duluth was as meteoric and successful 
as was his invasion of the fields of 
crime later. 
He was reputed to be 
worth close to $1,000,000 when he was 
defeated in his fight for election as 
member of congress in 1890. 
His de­ 
feat caused him to enter deliberately 
a life of crime. 
He was then thirty 
years old. 
He duped his friends, and 
police records are filled with their 
complaints. 
After his release from 
Auburn prison, he was a preacher and 
school teacher. 
As a teacher he went 
to Zion City. 
It was there he met 
Miss Conger. 
W ith him in Hot Springs was ar­ 
rested Edward H. Gibbs, alias Jackson 
de Forrest, who is charged with rais­ 
ing an $8 check to $8,000. 
Gibbs is 
fighting extradition.
